Behind the house was a 
pring of cold water, which the youngsters 
flocked around after a game of ball or active 
play. Deep drinks of the spring's bubbling 
offerings were pleasant refreshment at any 
time. 

Later Bengt Peterson sold his Lake Creek 
farm and moved to Buysville or Daniel and 
bought a smaller place there. He then 
moved to. Provo and lived in the Second 
Ward for about two. years and from there 
went tothe Teton Basin in Idaho with his 
daughter Josephine. He died in Driggs, 
Idaho, Nov. 27, 1913 and was buried in the
